After the burning of a factory in Brooklyn, N. Y., last Sat- 


urday, .which resulted in Hie'loss'of'thirteen lives, there .were 
begun foiir separate investigations, and it did not take long to 
ascertain that a part of the responsibility, at least, rested upon 
the authorities themselves. ' It was shown that there had been 
inspection which would have prevented the tragedy if the laws 
arid the orders of the inspectors had been obeyed. They were, 
not,- and it is now proper to ask who was to blame. 
' 
j 
\ Orders had been given for changes in the factory, but they 
were.not carried out. Now. two;-inspectors have been sus- 
pended, one for failing,lo--repprt-to.l{ie state authorities that 
orders were not complied',with'by'/the owner of the building, 
and the other for not reporting the owner's delay in carrying 
out the order. 


The suspension of these inspectors-is all well enough so far 


as it goes, but the conditions make it clear that there must be 
greater thoroughness in the enforcement of the laws if there 
is to be that protection which the laws are designed to insure. 
In tliis^case it is difficultttp. escape the conviction that public 
offici|Us were more to blame Ihan.'jiny. one else for the awful 
happening.' It was their business'to,know the conditions in 
the building and to enforce si'idh changes as were necessary lo 
make'it'.safe. According to the evidence, they knew the con- 
ditions, but failed .to: bring about the necessary changes, 
though Ifaving full po.wer to do so. • 


Owners of buildings have selfish interests, and there are 


those who will dodge (lie'ir'responsibilities so far as possible. 
But the slate has supreme power. !l can enact laws and ap- 
poinlofficers to enforce them, .and for this reason it cannot 
entirely escape responsibility when there is a happening of 
this kind. 
Violators of the-laws should be punished, but the 


state, w.ith full power in its hands, should be very careful to 
-see that/they are brought to-book before instead of after the
